New 60-Meter Band Becomes Available July 3:

New 60-Meter Band Becomes Available July 3: 


The new five-channel 60-meter domestic secondary amateur allocation becomes 
available to US Amateur Radio operators at midnight local time on July 3. The FCC 
Report and Order granting the allocation was published June 3 in the Federal 
Register. Federal government users are primary in the 5 MHz band. 


The FCC has granted amateurs use of five 2.8 kHz-wide channels with center 
frequencies of 5332, 5348, 5368, 5373 and 5405 kHz. The channels will be 
available to General and higher class licensees. The only permitted mode will be 
upper-sideband USB phone, and 50 W ERP is the maximum power allowed. 


Users of the 60-meter channels should set their carrier frequency 1.5 kHz lower 
than the channel center frequency. ARRL suggests restricting transmitted audio 
bandwidth to 200 Hz on the low end and 2800 Hz on the high end for a total 


bandwidth of 2.6 kHz. ARRL recommends that amateurs considering modifying 
existing amateur equipment for operation on 60 meters contact the equipment's 
manufacturer for advice. 


The NTIA advised in a letter to the FCC Office of Engineering and Technology 
(OET) that users of 60-meters should set their carrier frequency 1.5 kHz lower than 
the channel center frequency, according to this NTIA chart:

Some Radio Nostalgia Stories From a Past Age Paul Lukas N6DMV

they are lost for ever.”

- The Small Green Hex Box. 


A number of radios followed. Started reading technical articles popularizing simple sets, slowly beginning to 
understand a little of the principles involved what makes a radio work and why. An old man relative of mine, who 
has built crystal sets in just about anything possible: teapot, wooden railroad engine, flower vase, fake book, jewel 
boxes of all kinds and descriptions, etc. - donated a little jewel: a small hexagonal box painted two-tone green 
with all the banana jacks, crystal, and a 5-position switch. This was the tuning control. The set worked better than 
any of my previous ones, I was impressed. The box was so small - about 4 inches in diameter and 3 inches or so 
high - that I had no idea, how is it possible to have a coil inside. So, the first thing was to take it apart. I found in 
the inside - to my amazement - 3 flat 'basket-bottom’' style coils with taps, bolted together. The coilforms were 
made of a hard paper material. The heptagonal, near circular disks of the coils were slotted radially, where the 
coil wire was wound - in-and-out at each slot. Each coil body had 7 slots [has to be an uneven number] and I 
realized that the reason was to separate the wire turns from each other! As I learned later, this maneuver 
markedly increases the quality of the coil. It started dawn on me, how to make better coils. I would happily give 
one of my hi-tech transceivers for that little gem, if I could. Page 6 illustrates the method of the basket weave coil, 
page 7 is the picture of the radio.
